and tbe people of Collinsville could go over 
the same route.

The women do the stitching and when 


they suspend lUe work of Lhe shoe factory 
is praciically at a standstill. 


The manufacturers endeavored to have 


the stitching done in Lynn, but the shops 
to which it wag sent had to send it back to 
avert a strike. 


Tbe Chick Brothers provided bedding in 


their factory for non-union operatives, but 
tbe strikers sent tha board of liealth upon 
this prison pen and tlie arrangement was 
condemned as unsanitary. 


Xew schemes are beins laid by the 


employers for the purpose of defeating tbe 
strikers; but they are expected to mis- 
carry. 
TLie strikers 
are showing the 


greatest self-reliance, and so far from be- 
coming refactory, they have abandoned 
drink entirely until such times a a the 
strike is ended. 


The issues involved are of more than usual 


importance. 
The flg'ut is not only against 


low wages, but a^iinst a sy-r.ern of con- 
tract under wbich the operative i3 praclic- 
cally tbe slave of the employer. To avoid 
Btrikes or the sr.dden departure of em- 
ployes, the Chick Brothers originated a 
species of contract providing that the em- 
ploye should deposit S23 to be forfeited if

On tlio 1st fl:iy of January, 1806, tho 


American people tmitccl themselves to 
a New Year's ^ift in thosluipuof a sub- 
stantial reduction of duties on their 
woolens. On blankets, flannels, shawls, 
cloths, women's and children's dross 
goods, wool hats, carpets, 
clrnggotg, 


ruys, knit wear, hosiery and undcnvoar 
—on all descriptions of woolen gauds., in 
fact—the reductions ran^o from HO to 75 
per cent. 
Tho McKiulC3' tariff in its 


atrocity imposes duties as high as 100 
per cent and upward ou articles that aro 
necessary for tho comfort ami health of 
the people. For cxsiraple, tho McKinloy 
duties on women's and children's dress 
goods ruu up from 85 lo 10!J per ount. 
On woolen cloths thu dutic-a run still 
higher. 
Tho clrngseta that cover tho 


floors of many of the poor aro taxed 82 
per cent. 
On soino woolen fabrics the 


ilcKinley duties are practically prohibi- 
tory. 


In the climato of this country, with 


its frequent changes from a high tem- 
perature to extreme cold, warm woolen 
clothing is indispensable to tho health 
of tho people. While science is busy 
with tho discovery of now remedies for 
the relief of humanity, woolen clothing 
is as valuable as anything in tlia niato- 
ri.i medicn. Tho world rejoices over the 
antitoxine that has come to arrest the 
dread scourge of diphtheria, but the 
want of warm ilaunols and blankets ex- 
poses many people to diphtheria as well 
as to other dangerous rind malignant 
diseases. In mnking his visits tho phy- 
sician 1ms frequent observed tliut a good 
supply of these wholesome articles would 
be of tnoro benefit tliuu any prescription 
he could administer to the patient. 


There is much reason to anticipate 


that the calamity howlers themselves 
will accept this New Year's gift without 
grumbling if not with downright satis- 
faction. Even our friends of tho Union 
league may possibly not ho able to de- 
scry in the rednoed duties on woolens 
tho "ruin" and the "pedantry and pi- 
racy" which they lately saw in tho new 
tariff law. 
If not in the schedule on 


woolgiis, it would be difficult to dis- 
coveFiu what other part of tho new tar- 
iff tliese dreadful tilings might be lurk- 
ing. 


With the boon of free wool in posses- 


sion of American manufacturers they 
will bo enabled to produce woolen fab- 
rics at much loss cost than formerly. 
Ou the fleeces of Australia and Argen- 
tina which they havo becu obliged to im- 
port tho duties ranged from 50 to CO per 
cent. Free wooJ will reconcile tho man- 
ufacturers of woolens with the new tar- 
iff when they experience the valno of tho 
reform. 
They will put more wool and 


less shoddy und cotton into their fabrics. 
Tho substantial reductions of duties by 
making competition moro freo will r.t 
the same time protect consumers from 
attempts to force up prices. So, then, it 
may bo predicted with confidence that 
all tlio American people, manufacturers 
as well as oons'umnrs, will cheerfully ac- 
cept this New Year's gift. If any, how- 
over, should bo inclined to grumble, 
they may as well make up their minds 
tbat this boon will not be converted into 
an Indian gift.

Proceeding1 to tho chamber, the crowd
